ROOSVELT. 


Mr. Theedore Roosvelt, who has 
been made a Civil Commissioner, 
although only thirty years old has 
already for some time held a prom 
nent place in the Republican party 
in the Empire State. He was born 
in New York City and belongs to 
an old respected family, which has 
always been conspicuous in that 
city. He is by profession a lawyer, 
having graduated from Harvard 
and having been admitted to the 
New York Bar; but he bas never 
practised. He preferred going into 
politics or living upon his Western 
ranch, the life on which he has 
graphically described in a clever 
book publi: had some years ago. He 
was ouly twenty one years old, 
when he was elected to the Assem- 
bly of New York, where he soon 
attracted attention by his good 
speeches and by his zeal for reform. 
He was chairman of the committee 
which in 1884 was sitting upon 
Metropolitan affairs and which cor- 
rected many.:abuses which had 
c:ept in connection with the Alder- 


manie system. In 1586 he was the. 


Republican nominee in the mem- 
orable three cornered fight for the 
Mayorality of New York in which 
Henry George and Abram Hewitt 
were the other contestants and in 
which the latter was elected. Mr. 
Roosevelt however receiving the 
full Republican vote. Since then 
he has not been in public life, bat 


has in the meantime contributed 


several articles on various subjects 
to popular Magazines. His appoint- 
meut as Civil Commissioner gives 
universal satisfaction as he has 
long been associated with the re:- 
form element of bis party.
